NRA Monday and told the National 
Association of Retail Grocers here 
that formation of powerful private 
codes is the only salvation of the 
“little man ’ 
“W hat now, little m an?” the for­ 
mer NRA adm inistrator asked, and 
he gave his own answer. 
“I don’t believe we will find the 
answer,” he said, “in anything left 
in the pitiful mockery th a t is now 
to masquerade as NRA. 
I don’t see 
how any voluntary agreem ents can 
work if they are not to impair the 
anti-trust statutes and organiza­ 
tion.” 
.Assails Trade Hoard 
G eneral Johnson assailed the fed­ 
eral Lade commission and the an ti­ 
trust laws and charged that the 
NRA was “killed" to bring back the 
roseate glory” to them. 
“To bring back more than th a t— 
to bring back a destruction of all 
that NRA accomplished for workers, 
a new series of assassinations anion*, 
you and a inurking of a fresh new 
atm osphere of decency and honor 
and good faith in commercial rela­ 
tions th a t destroyed the sweat shops 
and child labor, and tire abasem ent 
of 
workers everywhere,’’ 
Johnson 
said. 
The speaker said the revised NRA 
is ii “poor tiling now. preserved as a 
.scarcely palpitating corpse on con­ 
dition that it will do nothing to ui- 
front the an ti-tru st acts and th** 
federal trade commission.” 
NKA "Killed By Disloyalty" 
Tile former adm inistrator asserted 
th at NRA “was killed in part by dis­ 
loyalty of a very few within its ranks 
who were not there to carry out its 
aims, in part by lack o f team play 
and co-operation in the government 
itself, but most of all . .. it was killed 
by the charge th a t NRA oppressed 
and ruined tile little fellow—the in­ 
dependent operator in business”

Toulon, France, June 18 (AP). — 
Riviera police hunted for a mys­ 
terious “blonde with green eyes'1 
Suaday while secret govermnment 
agents questioned a young naval 
aviator charged with selling mili­ 
tary photographs to a spy ring. 
Aviator Rolland, attached to the 
Hyeres air base, was caught In a 
police trap. He refused to explain a 
packet of six aerial photographs of 
the Toulon base which authorities 
said he turned over to a ring led by 
the blonde. 
Military 
and 
naval 
authorities 
were secretive while the search for 
the missing girl was under way. 
Photographic Laboratory Found 
After Rolland’s arrest police raid­ 
ed an apartment near the water­ 
front which had been transformed 
into a photographic laboratory. Tile

was 
arrested, 
but 
Ills 
name and occupation were not dis­ 
closed. 
The commandant of the Toulon 
military base broke the official sil­ 


ence with the brief statement that 
the most valuable photograph of 
France’s southern bases and camps 
are still safe In the headquarters 
and that Hollands photos “are not 
vitally important.’’ 
Aviator Was Spending Freely 
Counter-espionage agents noticed 
that Rolland was spending a lot of 
money on Toulon night life. They 
searched his apartment and found 
documents that put them on his 
trail. 
They learned a friend of his regu­ 
larly left a packet at a cafe to be 
called for by "Monsieur Jo.” This 
man took the packets to the out­ 
skirts of Toulon, where they were 
handed over to the blonde in a large 
automobile. 
A trap set for the ring early Sun­ 
day failed to bag the blond, who 
outdistanced her pursuers in the car 
and escaped in the direction of the 
Italian border. 
Rolland, arrested after a friend 
left with a packet, refused to talk of 
explain an envelope containing 5,000
